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ENGLAND’S QUEEN 


Celebrates Her 
Year. 
.1 ubilee 


INTERESTING AHBEY SERVICES 


The Whole World Unite* in Ac- 
elanmtloiis ot Praise and 
Thanksgiving.

L o n d o n, June 2 1 .— A t an early hour 
to-day a orowd begau to assemble in 
, Westminster Abbey to witness the Ju- 
biloe exercises. When the Marquis of 
Salisbury and Gladstone entered the 
abbey they were loudly cheered. Many 
lords and ladies were so anxious to se­ 
cure their positions that they oame 
without breakfasting. 
The line of the 
route was kept clear by nearly 10,000 
troops, representing all branches of the 
service in addition to 000 boys from the 
naval training ships. In addition to the 
military*, many tliousnnd police were on 
duty, aud a particular feature at the 
palace was that the two services were 
equally honored, the Guards lining one 
aide of the roadway at Buckingham 
Palace gates and on the other sido the 
Blue Jackets were posted. The first of 
the royal procession was composed of 
Indian princes and a few minor German 
princes. 
THE QUEEN .STARTS. 
Punctually at 11 A. m . the Queen in an 
open oarriage emerged from the palace 
gates. At sight of her thousands of voi­ 
ces were lifted up in cheers. The Queen 
did not wear state robes,bu: was dressed 
in black. Her carriage was drawn by 
eight pouies. The Prince of Wales and 
the Duke of Edinburgh and the Duke of 
Connaught, her sons; the Crown Prince 
of Germany, the Marquis of Lorne and 
her other sons-iB-law and her grandsons, 
all rode beside the Queen’s coach us a 
bodyguard. The Queen, as she left the 
palaoe, smiled and bowed graciously to 
the people on every side. 
REGAL MAGNIFICENCE. 
The Queen’s oarriage was one of choco­ 
late color, the wheelB were red and the 
royal arms in gold were einbla/oned 
upon the panels. 
Red morocco harness 
was used for the horses, which were 
otherwise decorated with royal blue 
ribbon. All the servants wore state 
liveries of scarlet and gold. The pro­ 
cession slowly made its wav until Well­ 
ington arch was reached, then the first 
introduction to London streets ensued. 
On the procession nearing the Abbey 
the troops saluted, guus were fired, 
b«!is of churches rsng out in merry 
peals and flags were run up. 
The 
cheering was coutinnous till the Queen 
passed in at the west door. After pass­ 
ing through the vestibule she was con­ 
ducted to the grand dais, under the Lan- 
ter tower. 
SCENE IN TIIK ABBEY. 
The scene in the Abbey when the 
Queeu entered was dazzling. Ten thou­ 
sand people were seated and they all 
rose. 
Women discarded their wraps 
aud revealed the full splendor of their 
beauty and their attire. Embassadors,the 
diplomatic corps, members of the House 
of Commons, members of the reigning 
families of Europe, representatives of 
all the leading societies and corporations, 
of the Ia w , soienoe, art aud agriculture 
aud workingmen's representatives from 
all parts of the kingdom had seats. The 
Queen was evidently profoundly im­ 
pressed with the scene. 
She was no­ 
ticeably pale when she ascended the 
dais. She soon, however, recovered, 
and regaiued the bright and pleasant as­ 
pect she had borne all the morning. 
THE ABBEY SERVICES. 
The Queen's advent was arranged so 
that she entered the Abb- y precisely at 
nooo. D. G. Bridge, the organist of the 
Abbey, bad Ifor the occasion, specially 
trained s choir of 250 voices, self cted 
from the great chorases of London. 
Thu 
choir 
gradually 
drew the 
immense congregation into 
silence 
and their respective places to be 
prepared for the Queen’s coming, by 
rendering selections m a manner that 
made every person within hear­ 
ing of the great organ eager to catch the 
softest note. When the Queen reached 
the Abbey and the royal procession was 
forming in the marquee outside of the 
west door, the state trumpeters in gold 
and orimson uniforms, executed fanfares 
from the organ loft nearly in the centre 
of the edifice. When the clergy at the 
head of the royal procession moved into 
the church the national anthem was 
rendered by the organist. The music 
was thrilling and the audience rose as a 
unit and lent their ten thousand voices 
to accompany the choir. The effect was 
so grand, so profound, that many per­ 
sons were moved to tears. It wus at 
this movement that the Queen appeared 
within the doors. Then the sing 
ing of the anthem ceased and the 
processional march from Handel’s "Oc­ 
casional 
Oratorio" 
was given by 
the organist during the progress of the 
Queen and the royal family to the dais. 
When they were seated the Archbishop 
of Canterbury and the Dean of West­ 
minster, who had taken their places 
within the sacrariuin, began the service 
by asking of God a blessing upon the 
Queen. "Te Doum laudnir.ua' was then 
sung by the choir to music aomposed by 
the Prince Consort, the Queen having 
requested it. The Lord’s prayer was 
aaid and the responses (adapted to the 
occasion) were intoned. 
Then three 
special prayers were offered. Following 
the prayers, "Exaude&t Te dominua’’,was 
auug with organ 
and brass 
band 
accompaniment. The 
Dsan 
of 
Weatmiuster advanced to the altar 
rails and read the lesson for the day. 
(First Epistle of Peter, Chap. 2, v. 6-18.) 
Dr. Bridges’ special anthem, selected by 
the Queen last year as her jubilee 
anthem, was next rendered, followed by 
choral, "Gotha," composed by the 
Prince Consort. 
In the rests the 
national anthem was introduced. 
Two 
more special prayers for the defense of 
the faith, spiritual welfaro of the king­ 
dom and for peace and love, followed 
and wore supplemented by the benedic­ 
tion, which was pronouuced by the 
Archbishop. 
AFTER TIIK SERVICER. 
When the snrvioee, which were con­ 
ducted aooordiog to the programme, 
were completed, the Queen's bous knelt 
and kissed her hand. Then on their 
rising she kissed their cheeks in return 
The princesses were the next to go 
through the osculatory cxeroises. The 
Qaeen kissed some of the latter twice, 
•specially wae thie notable in the oases 
of the Princess of Wales and Princess 
Beatrice. This was followed by o gen­ 
eral hand-shaking among the royalty 


and nobility. The princesses wore light 
dresses. One of the features of the ser­ 
vice was the performance of the choir 
and organ, which wae very tine. The 
fffcct of the music was enchanting and 
at times thrilling to the hearers. 
THE RETURN JOURNEY 
Daring the performance of A fhnlir 
the Queeu took her departure, returning 
to Buckingham Palace by the same 
route sbe took half a century ago. 
At the conclusion of the service the 
royal cortege returned to Buckingham 
Palace. Throngs awaited the cortege 
and repeated the enthusiastic demonstra­ 
tions which greeted them on their way 
to the Abbey. The Queen, on her arri­ 
val, seemed overcome by the loyalty 
displayed bv her subjects. 
A GLITTERING ASSEMBLAGE. 
Behind them came a body of Life 
Guards, and then the Duchess of Hue 
o'euoli, Mistress of the Robes, Princess 
Victoria of S ch lesw ig Holstein. Princess 
Margaret of Prussia, Prince Alfred of 
Edinburgh, Prinoetees Victoria and 
Sophia of Prussii, Princess Louise of 
Rattenburg, Princess Irene of' Hesse, 
Grand Duche** Elizabeth of Russia, 
Princesses 
Maud 
Victoria 
aud 
Louise, 
the 
hereditary 
Princesses 
of 
Saxe-Meminger, 
the 
Duch­ 
esses of Albany, Connuught 
and 
Edinburgh aud Princesses Beatrice, Lou­ 
ise and Christian. The master of the 
horse rode after the Princesses and im­ 
mediately preceded the carriage of the 
Queen. The eight horses that drew her 
Majesty's carriage were cream-colored. 
The Qneeu rode facing the horses^ and 
sat alone. 
The Princess of Wales, 
Princess Victoria the Queen's oldest 
ohild and the wife of the Crown Prince 
of Germany, occupied the other seat, 
facing her Majesty. The Princes who 
rode as escort to 
the carriage 
went 
in 
the 
following 
order: 
Three abreast, Grand Duke Sergius 
of Russia, Princo Albert Victor of Wales 
aud Prince William of Prussia, Prince 
Henry of Prussia, Prince George of 
Wales and the hereditary Grand Duka 
of Hesse, the Prince of Saxe Meibiugeu, 
Prince Christian Victor of Schleswig- 
Holstein and Prince Louis of Bat ten- 
burg; Prince Christian of Schleswig- 
Holstein, the Crown 
Prince 
of 
Germany and the Grand Duke of 
Hesse rode two abreast. 
Prince 
Henry of Battcnberg, the Marquis of 
Lorne, Duke of Connaught, the Prince 
of Wales and Duke of Edinbnrgb rode 
aleue. This escort, composed as it was 
entirely of sons, sons-in-laws and grand 
sons of the Q icen, were all brilliantly uni­ 
formed and riding magnificent horses 
elegantly caprisoned. It presented a 
splendid spectacle and inspired enthus­ 
iasm everywhere. 
ARRIVAL AT THE PALACE. 
The procession reached Buckingham 
Palace shortly afior 8 o'clock, and tive 
minutes later Her Majesty passed into 
the palace amidst the most tumultuous 
cheering, with her escort of Generals on 
either side. The Marquis and Marohi- 
oness of Salisbury, who had hurried to 
the palace by a shore route, were pres­ 
ent to receive her. The Queen bore the 
journey well and was seen soon after 
her return laughing and smiling at the 
royal children who were upon the main 
balcony of the palace, and kissing her 
hands to them. 
When the palace gates were thrown 
open un immense throng extended far 
away into the Mall beyond even seeing 
distance of the procession. First came 
tho life guards. Then followed aides- 
de camp and royal equerries. 
After 
these rode the staff of the Duke of 
Cambridge. 
The Qaeen's ladies in 
waitiug and a number of state oflioials 
were next, occupying tive carriages. 
INCICENTH. 
A number of persons along the 
route w'tre crushed into insensibil­ 
ity snd removed to the hospit­ 
als. Quite a number were also overpow­ 
ered by beat, and the horse ridden by 
the Marquis of Lorne threw him while 
tho procession was moving along Con­ 
stitution hill. The Queen stopped her 
carriage to ask the Marquss if he was in­ 
jured. He assured ber that he was not, 
but relinquished his place as one of the 
royal escorts and weut to the Abbey by 
a shorter route. 
When the royal procession reached 
Parliament 
street 
it 
found the 
roads as densely crowded as before. 
Over her black costume the Qaeen wore 
a white lace gowu. Her bonnet was of 
white netting or lace with an inwrought 
ooronet of diamonds. The procession 
was closed up by parties of life guards 
and Indian troops. 
CAR U ALT I KM. 
The police reports show that fifty per­ 
sons were admitted to Charing Cross 
hospital during the day. 
They had 
been spectators of the pageaut. 
Tho 
majority of had fainted in consequent» 
of the great crush. One man was killed 
by a horse, and several patients were 
also admitted to the Westminster bos 


as Qaeen occurred at Woodward’s Gar­ 
dens to-day. Caledonian clubs from 
Stockton, Sacramento, Vallejo, Naps, 
Santa Rosa and other points of that 
region of California, together with a 
large delegation of Cornish miners from 
Nevada county, arrived in the forenoon 
and were properly received and escorted 
by the Caledouians of this city. The 
Gardens were tilled w ith people early, 
and from 10 until 2 o’clock children’s 
races and games occurred. At 2 o’clock 
the literary exercises took place. 
The 
chief address was delivered by Rev. 
Robert McKenzie. At night there were 
recitations, music aud dances by High 
land organizations iu costume. 
ANTWUBILKK CELEBRATION. 
New Y o r k, June 21.—Under tho au­ 
spices of ilie Clau-Na-Gael a me-ting 
wan held at Cooper’s Union to-night. 
The reading desk was covered with 
black velvet and the stage was duped iu 
mourning. Statistics showing the i.um­ 
ber of deaths of Irishmen in exile, iu 
duugfoos. on the scaffold and of famine 
during Quoen Victor! i’a reign w«re 
prominently 
displayed 
and 
black bordered badges worn by the 
ushers were the words "Fifty years of 
misery for Ireland." The attendance 
was large and renolutious were adopted 
protestiog against the desecration of 
American soil by jubilee demonstrations. 
Duriug the lifty years of her reign 
millions of the Irish race were destroyed 
by artiticial famine; driven out of their 
owu land or to death on the scaffold. 
Aftor denouncing the coenioti act the 
resolutions conclude with the ossurauce 
moral, tiuancial and if necessary phy­ 
sically to support the Irish in whatever 
measure of rtsistanoe they may seek to 
adopt to save themselves from complete 
extermination. 
Speeches were mad-» 
and a parody on the jubilee ode was 
read. 
WORDS OF PRAI.sK. 
P a ris , June 21.—The Jotinnl He* 
Debat* in au article on the Jubilee cele­ 
bration saya: "W e cordially envy the 
Englishmen, and would give a great deal 
could we ever be what they are to*d»y— 
a people mad with joy and happiness. 
The universal homage is paid not only 
to the Queen, but to the woman who 
baa giveu an example of two great vir­ 
tues of royalty—gravity and dignity. 
Her influence has been great and saltr- 
tary, aud her great merit is that in 
using her prerogative for the public weal 
she baa never been tempted to strain its 
exercise."

A pretty little farce is being enactf d 
iu Rhode Island, to which the attention 
of Honest John Shertnau is especially 
called. The last session of the Legisla­ 
ture provided that iu April next the 
eleotora of the state shall vote on the 
proposition to call a constitutional con­ 
vention. A similar proposition was sub­ 
mitted in 1853, and the electors voted 
not to oall a convention. The point of 
the joke lies in the fact that but little 
more than one third of the adult male 
population of the state are voters under 
the present constitution. The popula­ 
tion of Rhode Islaud is 304,284. Thia 
would give, on the uaual computation, 
60,000 voters. The actual vote at the last 
presidential election was about 21,000. 
Tho electors, therefore, do not probably 
number more than 25,000, out of 
__ male adult population of 60,000. It is 
to thia body of 25,000 that the conven 
tion proposition is to bo submitted. It 
is expected that a majority of this solid 
band of 25,000 voters will vote against 
the convention on tho expectation that 
that body, should it meet, would remove 
the property qualification on the right 
of suffrage. As lihode Island has been 
kept steadily in the Republican list of 
States by ita privileged voters, the ques 
tion arises if a different result might not 
have been secured if the suffrage had b ion 
free in several of the States that cast their 
electoral votes for him. Tho principle 
is muoh the same in both casts, though 
the method is different.

At 4 o’clock this hfter- 
noon under affidavits drawn by Á saist- 
aut United States District Ate rney 
and sworn to by Bank Examiner low­ 
ell, a deputy marshall went t the 
Fidelity Bank and arrested Vicc-1 resi 
dent F.. L. Harper, Cashier A$mde 
Baldwin, and Assistant Cashier H^nja- 
min E. Hopkins. They were taker ‘ - 
fore United States Commissioner H 
er, where they gave bonds for theii 
tore a p p e o raD C ;. 
Mr. Harper’s 1 
wan fixed at $75,000, and the otbe* two 
at $10,000 each. 
The afliduvit against Harper charges 
that he "did on or about June .15th 
unlawfully and wilfully misapply Aiodt> 
and credits of the Fidelity Kalfonul 
Bank Association and (lid ,is«ue eaatiii- 
cates of deposit witbont the authority of 
the directory of said association and 
with intent deferred, to wit: one certifi­ 
cate for $300,000 and one for $200,000. 
The affidavit aguinsf Baldwin makes 
a similar charge, fixing the date at 
June 13th and papera and a draft fur 
$10,000. Hopkins’ affidavit chargee him 
with having on on about June 13th un­ 
lawfully issued n certain draft or certifi­ 
cate of deposit for large turns of mouey, 
to wit: $400,000, with intent of defraud­ 
ing aaid association. These affida­ 
vits follow the language of 
sec­ 
tion 5209, United States Statutes. 
The penalty described therein is 
Imprisonment in the penitentiary far 
not less than five years nor more than 
ten. This bond action by the govern­ 
ment authorities is regarded as having 
been taken after the discovery of evi­ 
dence sufficient to justify it, and linda 
very general copimeudation, although it 
appears to honored business men that 
there is no doubt that the transaction 
referred to relates to the reotnt wheat 
deal in Chioago.

I n v e s tig a tio n in to lt« W orking;* 
by tlie C o m m issio n . 
O m aha, June 
21.—General Traffic 
Manager Thos. L. Kimball, of the Union 
Pacific, was examined by the Pacific 
Railway Commission to-day regarding 
the subject of defeating legislation hos­ 
tile to the company. He had generally 
undertaken to persuade the legislators 
that such legislation was not for the in­ 
terest of their constituents. He did not 
know of the u»e of 
money by 
the company to influence legislation. 
Members of legislatures equally had 
free passes offered them, and if not of- 
fared they would ask for them—espe­ 
cially the anti • monopoly members, 
whom he defined as members who be- 
dieved a very thing justifiable to defeat 
whatever was wanted by the railroad 
ci mpany. 
In reply to a question 
Kimball 
admitted 
that 
he had 
sometimes 
influenced 
the 
nom­ 
ination of the election or defeat of 
candidates. 
Where men were nomi- 
ipited exnreaaly for the purpose of at­ 
tacking the interest of the road they felt 
ustifled in doing everything possible 
fgitimatcly to defeat them. Iu some 
such cas. s he had,used mouey, not the 
companj's money, but his own, and dur­ 
ing some campaign of the past he might 
have paid some expense lor the com­ 
pany, bn: hie practice had been his own 
political bills. Ho had at times 
requested but not instructed the em­ 
ployes to vote iu the interests of the 
mpany. 
CONSTRUCTION MILEAGE. 
Witness was examined at great length 
on "construction mileage," and the re­ 
lation of the Union Pacific to its branch- 
W ithout tlioso branches he main­ 
tained the Union Pacific would be bank­ 
rupt in a year. lie denied that the 
main line had by the plan observed been 
made to contribute to the support of ita 
branches. Jumes W. Davis, of Omaha, 
one of the contractors who supplied ties 
for the construction of the Union Pa­ 
cific testified that the ties coat 00 to ÍMI 
cents apiece.

Alvin D. Brock, one of th e stock­ 
holders in the concern, has issued a let­ 
ter making serious churges against the 
directors.

M. M. Bovard, then delivered the an 
nual address on the plane of the Uni­ 
versity for promoting secondary educa­ 
tion. 
Dr. Thompson was the next 
speaker. 
Judge R. 
M. 
Widney 
announced th at 
ten-m inuie speeches 
were in order. 
Professor Dickinson 
followed. 
T he speaker deprecated the 
tendency of 
the tim e to nut aside 
the studies of Greek and Latin, and 
to replaoe them w ith other studies. 
He 
said that Greek and Latin were tho sub­ 
structure 
of 
all 
human 
learning. 
••W hy," said be, “ when 1 was Dickon- 
sou, and the dignified Judge on the plat­ 
form was plain Bob W i.lney, aud we 
were p o u n d in g away at Homer and ;|piug 
for Cicero, we were iayiug solid founda­ 
tions, and in him, at leasi, the training 
■hows.’'
